Effect of Cbaniberlain's Eetnrn— It 
ijtirs Up the Dormant Members 
to Activity. 



Death of Sir Eobert Alorier— Minis- 
terial Life — Diaajfreement 
Aiuouff Anarchists. 

London, Nov. 18. — The dormant energies 
of the Unionists iu the House of Commons 
havo boon aroused by the return of Rt. Hon, 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Liberal-Unionist 
leader, from hie Amorioan trip. Whatever 
the Opposition have accomplished in regard 
to Government incuaurea since the House 
reussemblod, has been done through sullen 
inertia; everything like an nctiye, skilfully 
directed attaolc has been altogether wanting, 

TIIK MONOTONY OF Till: DKIiATES 

has been phenomen il. The beat evidonoo 
that DO interest liaa been taltcn iu tho pro- 
ceedings ia aeen in tho publio ^;i\llQriea. 
These have been almost deserted. Tho 
Btrnngers' gallery, instead of being crowded 
with many applicants waiting for admission, 
luka often been nearly empty. On Thurs- 
day and Friday evenings, it wos 
occupied liy barely half a dozsn people. 
The average attendance of members has 
just BufQced for a quorum of forty, The 
rest have appeared only when summoned 
by the division bell. It is the best tcati- 
mony to Mr. Chamberlain's powerful indu- 
enco that the expectation of his return has 
ronsed the members from such ap^iihy. lie 
will meet the I.ibernl-Unioniata on Monduy, 
with a view to put in order tlio amendments 
to bo offered to the Employera' Liability 
bill on tho third rending The niiuistera 
view Mr. Chainberliiiu'a plans with some 
misgivings, na they know that lie will ex- 
ploit every aineii('.n-.jnt ua a means of killing 
time. The Liberal members of tho Govern- 
ment will deelinu to accept any of hia 
ttmeudnients, and so may give him an op- 
portunity to prolong the proceedings with 
bills to tho point of encroaching upon the 
time of the next Beeaion. The Government 
may bo compelled to resort to tho cloauro 
and thus afford tho Houso of Lords good 
exoueo for amending or rejecting the 
measures on tho ground that they 
were not fully considered in tho 
lower house. Tho rijection of tho 

KMl'LOYKIi-s' I.IAIIILITY liILL 

by tho Lords is a foregone conclusion in any 
ovcnc. The large employers object to the 
passage of the bill principally becaueo it 
will not allow the men to exempt themselves 
by special contract fcom its provisions, and 
tlie press in sympathy with the employes 
will not aooept the bill unless it be emas- 
bnlated so as to allow the' men thus to 
exempt themselves. The Liberals will not 
consent, however, to nullify the bill by 
allowing an exemption amendment to bo 
attached to it. It Mr. Chamberlain held 
the existence of the House of Lords to be 
very desirable, he certainly would not en- 
courage them in this course which certainly 
will arouse popular indignation against 
thorn. In this opposition to the bill Mr. 
Chamberlain is thought to bo moved largely 
by his dislike of Mr. Aequith, tho Home 
Secretary, who is not backward in returning 
the (Ilalike with interest. In an interview 
last evening, Mr. Chamberlain said : " Un- 
fortunately, Mr. Afijuith, who ia responsi- 
ble for the Employera' Liability bill, has 
had absolutely 

NO CO.M.MERCIAI. EXl-ERIENCE. 

He aooepted the message of the trades' 
unions without revision or oriticism or 

amendment. Then be used the Irish vote 
to force the measure through the bouse. A 
strong protest against such a proceeding 
will surely be made at the next election. ' 

John Uuros, the Labor Member of Parlia- 
ment, who knows certainly us muoh us Mr. 
Chamberlain about popular protests and 
their probable direction, made to day thia 
comment upon Air. ("haniberlain'a inter- 
view : " Mr. Asijuith'a bill will arcure for 
Mr. Cladstone a iimjority of forty or more. 
Aa for Mr. Atquith's capacity to deal with 
the matter, liia knowledge of commercial 
law ut least balances Mr. Chamberlain's 
commercial experience." 

After speaking of English affairs Inst 
evening, Mr. Chamberlain gave his opinion 
of several features of the 

POUTIOAI, SISOATION IN THE V. S., 

and of tho tariff reform policy of tho nd- 
niiniatr.iiion. He said: "I believe that 
Mr. Cleveland is absolutely honest and 

straight forward. He will adhere courage- 
ously to the principlea which he declared in 
Ilia iiro olec'.ion addreasea. Hia purpnae ia 
to reduce custoin.'j dulica where they are 
nol. recjuired for revenue or are clearly i x- 
prcsiaivu uiil directed merely to protect par- 
ticular induatriea. At the aunie time Mr. 
Cleveland is opposed by gigantic vested in- 
teret-ts, which render it iniposaiblu for an 
outsider to predict whether lio will bo suc- 
ceaaful in all his plana. Probably some 
changes will be made, but I don't expect 
they will be radical ones." 

KIU K0B1-:UT MOItlEIt'H DEATH. 

The vacancy left in the St, Petorsburg 
embassy by tho death of Sir Robon. Moner 
ia likely to be filled by Sir.lulian I'aunco- 
fotc, now in Washington. Sir Philip \V, 
Currie, under secretary of state, ia named 
for the succeaaiou to tho Washington post. 
Moriei's death means u great loss to the 
foreign service. Tho relations between 
Great Britain and liussia aro likely to 
suffer from it, as Sir Roboro was a 
favorite of the Czar and was on terms of 
friendly intimacy with tho Czar's miniaterB. 
During his famous quarrel with Bismarck, 
M Drier was supported by the Russian Court 
to a rcmarlialiie extent, the Cz»r, Czarina, 
iiiHl twenty Qrand Dnlces attending a ball 
giv en at the British embassy. The sensa- 
tional stories of a Franco-Russian coalition 
against England have not stirred tho p^lsca 
of the English ministry or people.

Tho main body of 
PInglisli anarchists oppose the policy revealed 
in tho outrages at Barcelona and Marseilles. 
The foreign element has been strongly rein- 
forced recently by Italians, Frenchmen and 
Spaniards, but hitherto their excessive zeal 
has been tempered by fear of the Eoglish 
moderates. 



ISABELLA'S RAGE. 



Dom Pedro's Dau!?hter Declares That 
Mello Has Ignored 
Her Bights. 



Money for the Insnrgrents Is Sapplied 
by Monarchists in 
Paris. 



Paris, Nov. 18.— Chevalier De Guimarcs, 
chief political adviser of Count D'Eu, re- 
turned from Brussels to-diy. Ho declined 
to say anything as to his mission there and 
denied that ho had any direct news of Ad- 
miral Mello'a proclamation of the Emperor. 
Ho was in high spirits and spoke with an 
air of repressed glee, Hermano' Ramos, tho 
Brazilian monarchist who married Mello's 
aister-in-law, said that no news of 
Mello'a proclamation had been sent to Paris 
from Hm/.U. The latest news that be bad 
received from anybody in Brazil oame to- 
day by letter from a friend who knew Mello 
well. This friend predicted an early and 
complete victory for the insurgents. Kamos 
remarked that in tho days of the ompiro 
Mello held republican views, but these 
might have been changed by the tollowing 
events. Tho United Press correspondent 
learned from a trustworthy source this 
evening that Count d'Eu and his 
wife aro still completely in tho dark 
as regards the events of tho last 
few days in Brazil. Princess Isabella, who 
has a burning desire to reign, was thrown 
into a rage by tho announcement in this 
morning's newspapers that Mello had pro- 
claimoa her son Emperor. She declared 
that her own rights had been ignored. She 
taunted hor huuband with his apathy and 
boldly reproached him while ho tried to calm 
her with tho assurance that tho re- 
port of Mello'a action was false. Thoro ia 
no longer any doubt that much of Mello's 
money comes from tho monarchist commit- 
tee in Paris, who have done all in their 
power to aid Mello. The Count and Prin- 
cess Isabella, however, hava been kept 
ignorant of tho committee's work. The 
committee meet at the Grand hotel, and the 
money which they uolleot is delivered to 
Senor Ramos, who sends it to Mello. 



PITTENDRIGH MUBDEE. 

Indlani Feter and Jack Found Guilty niul 
Sentenced to Be Unngcd January 15. 

New Westminster, Nov. is.— (Special.) 
— After a trial lasting six days, Peter and 
.Jack, Indiana, were found guilty at 9:30 to- 
night of tho murder of Albert Edivard Pit- 
tendrigh, and sentenced to be hanged Janu- 
ary 15 next. The murder occurred on the 
afternoon of October '27, IS9'2, and was a 
deliberately planned aflMr. Three years 
[irevioualy Pittcndrigh had charge of a 
gmig of incQ on the Harrison river, strip- 
ping salmon of their ova for tho hatchery. 
Moat of the men employed were In- 
dians, and Peter waa one of them. 
Peter waa very saucy one day, and 
Piltendrigh throw him in the water. Ii ia 
said Peter then threatened that ho would 
get oven some day.

(From Our Own Corrosoondont.) 
Ottawa, Nov. 18. — Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell sailed for Canada by the steamer 
Arawa, which left Sydney to-day. His 
mission has been highly successful. He was 
received in a very friendly manner by tho 
CJovernnients of Queensland, Victoria and 
South Australia. Lack of timo prevented 
him visiting New Zealand, although thoro 
has been a friendly interchange of cor- 
rcspondcnco with the publio men of that 
Colony. It is expected that an intercolonial 
conference to consider tho best means of 
promoting trade, and to further the Paoifio 
cable project, will be held at Ottawa next 
June. 

Hon. Mr. Foster, in an important inter- 
view, hints that the Government may re- 
impose the export duty on logs. He says 
the United States broke faith when the ex- 
port duty was removed, as it did not re- 
duce the duties on spruce lumber, as 
promised. 

Cattle cannot bo quarantined at the speci- 
fied stations between the eastern boundary 
of Manitoba and tho Puciflo Coast between 
September 30 and March 31 in each year.

STATE TROOPS. 



The Army and Navy Journal, of Now 
York, in a recent issue says : 

The offioial roster of tho National Guard 
of Washington, on Oct. lat, consisted us 
follows : Cavalry, one battalion of four 
troops; strength, 265. Infantry, 21 com- 
panies, (two regiments and one separate 
company), strength, 1,403. General staff 
(commisBioned and non-com.), 34. Total 
strength, 1,702. 

The authorized strength ia 4 troops of 
cavalry (recently increased by 2 troops) and 
30 companies of infantry. It ia not proposed 
to increase the infantry strength by 9 addi- 
tional conipiniea authorized, until authority 
ia obtained from tlie Leqialuture, for one 
battery of ariillory ami one naval lutlaliuu. 

The National Guard of this State claims 
to have a larger number pro rata of war 
veterans among its oliicers than any other 
State excepting New ^'ork and Pennsyl- 
vania. Tho adjutant general and brigade 
commander, Hrig. Uen-i. H. G. O'lirien and 
A. P. Curry, served with distinction as com- 
miaaionod oliicers of tlio volunteer army 
during tho war. Twelve other oHicers 
aeived during the war, ten in the army, one 
in tho navy, Lieut.-Col. Kane (twice 
wounded), and one, (Maj. ,Iohuston,the com- 
mander ot tlie cavalry battalion, served four 
years in the Confederate army with gal- 
lantry. Of tho fourteen war veterans, 
eleven were oommissioEcd oliicers, five olii- 
cers have served in tho army since tho war, 
and two were cadets at West Point but are 
non-graduates. One officer ia a graduate of 
the -Royal Military College, Sandhurst, 
England. One served in a Scotch regiment 
in the English army, and eighteen other 
officers first served in the National Guard 
of other States. 

The total strength of tho National Guard 
of the United States is but 115,000, and iho 
army 28,500, total l-l.'),,™, exclusivo of 
the enrolled and active militia. Tho ex- 
pense of mainlaining the National Guard is 
divided between llio Federal Government 
and the several .State Governments. Tho 
Federnl (iovernmcnt maintains tho entire 
support of the army and one-seventh tho 
pro rata support and maiatonanco of the 
National Guard. The States bear tho addi 
tional expense in severally maintaining tho 
strength of tho National Guard. Tho Fed- 
eral Government, in addition to maintaining 
a navy, ia charged witli a ImrdiiU of SluU,- 
000,000 a year for military i)eiiaions. 

1'ho Boveral States also pay their veterans 
penajons, noi fcjr service, but for wounds or 
diaaliiiity only. Section 12Qof tho Military 
Code of tho State of New York (and which 
in substance is almost tho same that, prevails 
in the other States) provides, tliat disability 
shall bo construed to have been incurred — 
etc.— such as in riota, tumults, breach of the 
peace, resistanuo of proccaa, invasion, insur- 
rection or imminent danger tliereof, or 
whenever called upon iu aid of the oivii 
authorities, or whilo ougasod in any law- 
fully ordered parade, drill, encampment or 
inspection— shall, upon proof of the fact, bo 



placed on the list of invalid pensioners of 
the State, in addition to whatever pension 
allowance from the Federal Government tho 
applicant may be entitled to receive, etc. 
In contrast to tho above it may bo men- 
tioned that Canada does not grant military 
penaiona eitiier for service or diaability. 

Q*BEAE ACQUITTED. ' 

The Jury Betnrn a Verdiot of Not Guilty iu 
the Case of the Port Townsena 
~ Editor. 

Port Townsend, Nov. 18.— (Speoial)— 
N. W. O'Roar, one of tho editors of the 
Loader, was acquitted of forgery to-day in 
tho Superior court. The jury was out eleven 
hours and on the first ballot stood six for 
conviction. O'Bear, who was formerly a 
deputy in the auditor's office, was accused 
of stealing and forging endoraements to 
county warrants. The Government was 
forced to trial without the attendance of two 
of its prinoipiil witnesses.

Hay- 
ward, Mr. James Hutchesou, Rev. Dr, Oamp- 
liell. Revs. \V. D. Barber, E. Robson and 
G. AV. Taylor. 

In a fow happy phrases Mr. Worlock 
welcomed tho largo gathering, and referred 
to tho success which had crowned the elForts 
of tho committee of tho Homo, whoso work, 
however, on entering this handsome strue- 
turo was not yet ended.

" God, the Father of lights," tlio prayer 
ascended, " we bless thee that Thou hast 
been graciously pleased to fulfil the desires 
of thy humble servants in bringing these 
orphan and destitute children to tho House 
which througli thy mercy has been built for 
their reception, that they may bo trained 
for usefulness in tho present life and for 
immortal glory in that which is to come. 

" We now theroforn, O our God, dedicate 
tliis Protestant Orplians Homo to Thee for 
tliy honor and glory, depending only on thy 
watclifiil care for the fulfllment of our 
avowed purpose I hat in their religious edu- 
cation the cliildren may bo taught thy pure 
word alone, aud so through thy grace bo 
enabled to outer through the door of faith 
intii tlio spiritual Kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.

In tho various class rooms a neat 
and export baud had inscrilied welcoming 
words and appropriate (juotations, ar- 
ranged by Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, and in 
tho largest of these rooms the ladies' com- 
mittee had tables laid temptingly, laden 
with numerous ilolioaciea, which werti gen- 
erally discussed by the visitors and pro- 
nounced, with everything else in the struo. 
ture, simply perfect.

To TUK EniToii:— Yon take exception to my

What tho ni nurs assort is tliul 
united action on tho part of the owuoi-a of coal 
mines could, it they choso, dictate tho mint- 
mum price at \rhich thoy would produce that 
indisponsihio commodity, especially as their 
decision, rcatinK as it would, not on self-inter- 
eat alone bnl alao on tho iniereata of theirniun, 
would receive tlieaupp rt of public opinion, it 
is ([Uilo ODOn to quiistioa that this principle 
iniKht neceaailate a modillcalion of the one- 
sided free trade policy, which to politic d econ- 
omists lias been elevated into a fotish, There 
aro a hundred proofs at;ainat t ho truth of yonr 
aBsortiou that " there ia notliinK li; this science 
to provucta man beiiiK merciful and kind to 
hia fellow-man." Take one,— tho swcatinKsya- 
tem. This ia a natural sequence of its laws 
carried o«t iogically, and who will tell tho 
Dumbera of human creatures who nave lost 
virtuo, decency, life, to say nothing of happi- 
ness ana reli){ion, in the terrible struKglo for 
oxiatonce. ^ ot it lives under tliat great Mo- 
lo h'a Political Kconomy, and woo to those 
bold enouKh to attack it ! Where is the spirit 
of the Incarnation? whore tho Ureath ot hu- 
manily / 'I'hey are not to bo found in any sys- 
tem enunciated and porfected by aguoaiics 
liko .lolin Stuart -Mill, or by mechanical think- 
era liko Adam Smith, but thoy aro to be found 
In Christ's system, which, thortly, ia to " do 
unto hurs as we would thoy should do unto 
us." Why will men subatltuta their syatoma 
tor Hlsl W. H. e, AKDEN, 

St. Mark's, Nov. 17th, 1893, 

We are glad to see that the Rev. Mr. 
Arden has put his views on tho English 

miners' strike in Bomething liko an argii- 
able shape. Ho appears to beiievo that bo- 
cause tho Standard Oil Company was able 
to aecure a iiioiiopoly of the production of 
coal oil in the United States, therefore the 
mme.owDerBot Englandoan phice tbemaelvoa 
in a position to obtain and keep pommand 
of the coal market of Groat Britain. We sus- 
pect that Mr. Arden does not know how the 
men who formed the Standard Oil Company 
Eocured for a time their monopoly. Their 
policy was one of unscrupulous and heartless 
rascality. They considered that any means 
by which they could kill competition was 
allowable, and to accomplish their end they 
remorselessly crushed every man and every- 
thing that stood iu their way. They suc- 
ceeded, but they did not rui:ie tho price of 
coal oil. Tliey, singular to aay, gave the 
people a good and a cheap article, and this 
fact; was set up as a juatifioation of tho 
means they used to strangle competition, 
and an argument generally in favor of 
trusts. But tho Standard Oil Company 
found it impossible to maintain tho position 
they had gained. If our memory serves us, 
it was dissolved not long ago. 

It is not likely that tho coal mine owners 
will adopt the methods of tho Standard Oil 
Company to gain the coirnnand of tho coal 
market of Kuglaml, and it ia certain that 
they could not succoed if they tried. 

But surely Mr. Arden doea not desire to 
see a reign of trusts and syndioatea and com- 
bines inaugurated. These organizations to 
limit production and to regulate priocs are 
. 80 hated and so feared by the people of tho 
United States, that lawa havo been made to 
prevent their being formed and to put down 
those that havo been oatablishod. Our cor- 
roapondout aasumes that the ooal.mino 
owners ring will be a beneficent combine, 
and that it will, when it obtains control of 
the market, share its gains with the men 
who work for it, Thia ia not tho way of 
conibinea. Tliey are quite as resolute in 
keeping their money as they aro energetic 
in making it. 

Our correspondent, of course, knows that 
any privilege which ia accorded to coal 
mine owners must be extedded to producers 
of all the neceaaarios of lifo. British legis- 
lation is not class legialatiou ; it doea not 
make fish of one clasa of Her Majesty's sub- 
jccta and flesh of other olaeaeB, It would be 
impossible for the coal mine owners to estab. 
Jiah a '^minimum price" for coal without 
the aid of Parliament, for if the price they 
fixed upon did not suit tho conaumera of 
coal they would very soon find means to get 
coal ul a price which was in their opinion 
fair, and which thoy could afford to pay. 

Tho proposition to set a minimum price 
■for coal presupposes two things which 
are not likely to bo obtained in 
•England of all places in the . world. 
It assumtsthat legislation could be had' 'to 



make a legal minimum price for coal, ond 
by cousequonOB for other commodities, and 
it alao assumes that mino-ownera may be 
compslled by law to divide among their 
Work-people a certain proportion of their 
profits. Any ono who thinka over tho mat- 
tor must aeo that this iutorferenoa with 
busineaa by the State is not poasiblo in Eng- 
land oven if it were desirable, and iu our 
opinion it is very far indeed from being de- 
sirable. ' , 

Such a system of polttlaal' economy as Mr. 
Arden favors would establish rings by law, 
and wo believe that tho class of citizens 
who would autfer moat from tho rule of 
ringa would bo the working class. Wo 
very much fear tliat, hard as is the lot of 
workingmen in raany^ places under the pre- 
sent system, it would be Infinitely harder 
untler a regime of rings and combines, 

Tlie Ke\'. Mr. Arden Ijelieves that the 
sweating syatem ia logically ouo of tho re- 
sults of that bugbear of hiii, " political 
economy." We think that our oorreapon- 
dent attributes sweating to the wrong 
cause, It owes its origin to over-competi- 
tion, to over-population and to a disre- 
gard of tlio laws of sound political econ- 
omy, and it is not u result naturally follow- 
ing the adoption of its principles. The 
political economy of Adam Smith, whom 
Mr, Arden mcntiona in auch a alightmg 
manner, would make tho whole world e 
field for tho enterprise of all men. It 
would take all restrictions oil' the trade, 
not of ono country, but of all couutriea. 
Under it men of different nations would be 
as free to trade with euh other as men of 
different parishes are now. If Adam 
Smith's political economy were adopted by 
civilized peoples, there would he tho widest 
possible range for individual ciiterpriae, in- 
dividual skill, and individual talent. There 
would then bo elbow-room enough in the 
world for all its inhabitants, and the struggle 
for existence would not be anything like so 
terrible as it is now when Adam Smith's 
ayatem ia rejected by nearly every nation of 
the earth. 

Wo may aay hero that tho horrible sweat- 
ing system is not confined to ono country, 
nor ia it tho result of ono trade ayatem. It 
is found in New ¥ork and Chicago as well as 
in London and Glasgow. We, repeat that 
wo see nothing in any syatem of political 
economy to hinder men of busiiicss treating 
thoao with whom thoy deal on Christian 
principles. Wo may i just hinb that 
wholesale denunciation of the ostab- 
lishcd order of things is not the 
way to bring about practical reforms. Those 
on whom rests tho rcaponsibiliiy of bringing 
about a settlement between tho miners and 
the mine owners of England must make 
their arrangements on prinoiplea that aro 
established. They will not bo ao foolish as 
to reject reasonable and fair proposals be- 
cause they aro not in agreement with some 
theory or some system that is at present, at 
any rate, unattainable. Practical men deal 
with things as they are, and not with things 
as they iniugine they ought to bo. Wo are 
very much afraid that some of the greatest 
enemies that workingmen have to-day are to 
ba found among those who are loudest in 
their expressions of sympathy and most 
ready to give them advice. 



EXPOSED AND OONTRADICTED. 

This ia how the Vernon News replies to 
tho statement of tho Victoria Times, that 
" Tho change in the changed tone of tho 
paper indicated tho change that bad taken 
place in its ownership." 

The lirst issue of tho News under the 
present management was published on the 
Uchinst., (Mr. Henderson still retains his 
interest and is still business manager.) 
The previous number, in which appeared 
the valedictory of the late editor, is the one 
from whioh the Times draws its astute con- 
clusions. Not one word of that issue was 
from tho pen of tho present editor, and tho 
new proprietora had not at that time 
assumed in any way control of this paper, 
and yet it is from these premiaea that our 
far-sighted contemporary drawa tho very 
logical conclusion that tho News is now to 
be olttBsed among those journals to which 
tho Times deliglita to apply the endearing 
term of " Government organs." 

The News also states that the report 
which the Times did its best to circulate, 
that it bad been "manipulated" by the 
leader of the Government, is utterly devoid 
of truth. It says : 

We reiterate the ussuracco which wo gave 
last week, that this paper will bo conducted 
on strictly independent principles, with a 
view to the advancement of tho heat inter- 
ests of tins district; and wo most empliati- 
ally atatn that all rumora to tho contrary 
arc entirely falso and mialeading. In no 
way — directly or indirectly — has Govern- 
ment influence effected the change of owner- 
ship in this journal, and as long as it con- 
tinues under the present management it will 
continue to advocate those measnres which 
in our opinion will forward the interests of 
the Okanagan District and the Province in 
general, and will oppose with equal vigor 
any action of the Government'which we may 
oonaidor unjust or unwiao. 



A USEFUL INSTITUTION. 

The School of Mining, lately established 
in Kingaton, Ontario, is likely to provo a 
most useful institution, Wlien it was found 
that Ontario poascBacd valuable mineral re- 
sources it was considered wise to have a 
number of tho youog men of the Province 
educated in suoh a way that they would 
know bow to make those resources available. 
The School of Mining was established to 
eireot that purpose. This school gives the 
degree of M. E. Its course of lectures com- 
menoes on the Otb of January. The student 
who attends these lectures will ob- 
tain instruotion in chemistry, min- 
eralogy, geology, lithology, the discovery and 
mining of oroa, blow-pipe analysis, assay- 
ing and tho rudimcnta of mechanical draw- 
ing. It is easy to see liow valuable suoh a 
oourso of instruction will be to any bright, 
intelligent young man who wishes to go into 
mining as a bu8iness..;|The jfee^ '. for t|^ 
course are small, being only $10 ; there are 
also minor/fees, for ,tbe.-n8e^of laborBtorie«, 
etc., but thoy . wiU not exdeed eight dollars 



in all. Wo do not know whether or not tho 
Ontario Sohool of Minos ia open to atudenta 
from other provinces, but i^ it is, ic affords 
British Columbians an opportunity of .get- 
ting a knowledge'of mlnlbg and minerals 
that will ho invaluable. Such a school 
should be established in this I'rovinca as 
tioou as possible, but, in the meantime, in- 
tending miners should, if it is possible, avail 
themselves of advantages offered by the On- 
tario institution. 



USEFUL INFORMATION. 

Much has been seen in tho newspapers 

lately about tho English miners' strike and 
the distress and disorder it has e:uiaed, but 
very little has been said what tho origin of 
thu dispute or about the rate of miners' 
wages in Groat Britain. An article in a 
recent number of tbe Toronto Mail contains 
information on the subject whioh many of 
our readers would, no doubt, like to see. 
Theroforo we produoo tbe following extract 
from it : 

Between ISSS and IHDl prices at tho pit's 
nioutli roau ',U. lid. u t(ui, and the miners re- 
ceived advances amouiitiii)i to -10 per cent. 
Subeciiueiilly prices fell L'a. lid. In tlio eiae 
of a typical coal mine, during May and Juno 
last, " on an output of tiO.UUU tons, tho loss 
wuB about £1,837," but it has aubae- 
tiuoutly incroaaed ; ao that tho proprie- 
tora either had to permanently close tho 
colliery or deduct from the -10 per cent, iu- 
croaeo of wages. Tho reduction originally 
required was 25 per cent, off the total, in- 
cluding the 40 per cent, increase — this 
would have left the wages about 6 per cent, 
higher (with shorter hours) than they were 
six years ago. This demand has since been 
roduocd (October 10) to o 15 per cent, de- 
duction from tho -10 per cent, increase, 
which n-ould be lOJ por cent, oil' the gross 
wages. If tho men go back to work they 
will earn 7a., or Sl.tiS per day, so that 
tliey would earn mure than thoy did 
six years ago, and lie alile lo work six 
days a week for nuiiiy uinntlin to conic. 

One of the largest collieries in ^'orkahire 
has piibUahed ita wages liill. Jt appears 
that the average diiily number of workers 
eini)Ioytil during tlio three weeke before tlie 
strike was -11)7. We liavo painatiikingly iu- 
veatigatcd the account, and after careful 
calculutiona tind that tlio average wagea per 
day were $1.7-1- Money will go soiuewliat 
further in tlio Old Country than hero, Ouc- 
fonrtli of the men averaged §'2 G',i per day. 
Tho worst paid, thirty per cent., averaged 
$1,10 per day. This would include youths. 

Any one who reads the above carefully 
will be able to form an intelligent opinion of 
tho nature of the settlement which has been 
arrived at through Lord Hosehery'a media- 
tion. Wo aro not aurpriaed that there was 
general rejoicing in England when it; was 
known that the long and bitter dispute was 
settled at last. It is devoutly to he hoped 
that the t;ood understanding that h'as been 
arrived at will bo permanent, and that the 
arrangements to be nmdo will bo auch aa to 
make a strike of auch proportions 
and producing auch fearful results as the 
one just ended impossible. 



A DECLINE IN TRAPS. 

The foreign trade of tho United States ia 
not as one would expect — increasing. On 
tho contrary, it Is declining. The volume 
of tho trade of that country will not bo aa 
great thia year as it was in ISDU. It ia true 
that the figures for nino montha only of tho 
current year can be obtained, but lliey show 
a very considerable decrease when compared 
with the correspondiDg nine months of last 
year, The imports np to September of this 
year were §025,000,000; up to tho same 
month of last year they were JtiSti, 000,000. 
Tho 811,000,000 deficit in the imports 
may be set down to the depreaaion 
which has this year done so much injury to 
the neighboricg Republia But there is a 
far greater decrease in the exports whioh 
can hardly bo accounted for 'in the same 
way. Tho exports to September of last 
year were IJG.").'), (100,001) ; this year for the 
aaiiio period thoy woru only j'r),S7, 000,000. 
I'art of tills dill'erenco may have been caused 
by the lower price of grain this year, but 
thia can hardly account for so large a de- 
crease in tho value of the exports of tbe 
States. Seventy-seven millions in tho 
aggregate of tho trade of tho United 
.States for three-cjuartera of a year is 
certainly no trifle. It ia not at all likely 
that the defjciency will be made up 
in the remaining quarter of the 
year. The following figures show what 
the foreign trade of the United Sli^tes has 
t>eon during the last three years and three- 
quarters :

THE POUND BY-LAW. 

Irho Munioipal CoanoU Sf the Corporation of 
the City, of, Yiotoria enaots as fol- 
lows:, ii.'-. .■. 

Sco. 1. I.ot8]&19 ard SO In Blook'eSand'in 
part o( .filoak'TSi'BprloK Ridge, sUaato on 
Queens Avenue and Chamber street, or such 
other place or places ns shall bo doslKuated by 
the Uouncil from time to time, aro hereby 
established a City Pound, and shall bo main- 
tained as Btieh by the Corporation o{ tho City 
of Ylctoiia. 

Sec. 2. Tho Council may, from time to time, 
appoint a Pound-keeper at such salarjr or ro- 
nninoratton as it may docido and appropriate 
out of tliu annual rovonuo. 

Sec. 3. The PounJ kocpor may employ such 
aasistant oraBBislants as tho Council may, by 
roaolu'lon, aiiiharl;!0 him ei to do; provided 
that tho Council has named the romuuoration 
and appropriated out of tho revenue tho 
amount such aralstant Is to reoeive, and that a 
warrant authoilzlnK tho payment has first boon 
issued. 

Soo. 4. The Pound-koopor ehall glvo a bond 
to tho Corporation of tho City In tho penal 
aiim of two hundred and fifty iloUara, condi- 
tioned that tlio eald Pound-keeper shall well 
and faithfully discharge tho duties of his oiUoe, 
and shall rogularly pay over all moneys to tho 
Corporation which may come Into his hands as 
such Pound-kDopor. ' 

Sec. 5. Tho City Treasurer slmll furiiiHh tlio 
Poundkeeiicr with a b.ok In which tho poiiiul. 
kcopcrahall enter a dcacripliori of ovory animal 
liiipnnndcil by hliii, with the namo of the pcr- 
Boa who took or sent tho same to bo impound- 
ed, the day and hour on which the animal 
came into his ohargo as I'oundkeeper, the day 
and hour on which the same was rodeomed, 
dischorRod.or othorwlso dealt with or disposed 
of ; tho narno of tho person and the amount 
paid by tho person rodeemlns tho animal, or, 
if Bold, tho name of thn purchaser, tho amount 
tliat waa i)iiid for tho animal, and tho amount 
o' tho txponso thorojn.and tho balance, if 
any, remaining ovor and above tho penalty, al 
lowanco and oxiionsca, and to whom tho samo 
haa been paid, which ba'anco Uf any) shall, 
prior to making iho return to the auditor, bo 
paid over to tho City Treasurer. 

Sec. 0, Tt e Poundkeepor shall at the end of 
tho month make a return to tho City Auditor 
In writing, comprlaing tho above iiiforination 
and any other Information ho or tho auditor 
may deem necessary, which return shall ba 
verlfled by statutory doolaralion of the Pound' 
keeper. 

Sec, 7. Tho Poundkeepor shall pay over to 
tho City Treasurer all money received by hini 
once In ovo'y month, or oficnor if Instructed 
flo to do, i\nd Bhall at uU liinea produce hia 
boohs for tho Inspoollon of any niombor of tho 
Council, or tho Auditor, or tho Treasurer, -when 
requcBtcd eo L] do. 

Sec. 8. No horao, ass, mule, ox, bull, cow, 
cattle, swine, hog, Bhoop, goat, gooso, duck, or 
dog (except doga registered aa hereinafter 
nicntijned) ahall be permitted to run at large, 
or trespass In tho city, ac any time, or to graze, 
browse, or feed upoa any of tho streetB.

Sec. 0. If any of tho anlnmla mentioned in 
Bccllon 8 of this I3y-law (except doga rcgiatored 
aa heroinattor-nientionud), i.ro found at largo, 
or tre'<pas3lng within tho limits of tho City of 
Victoria, or grazing, browsing, or feeding upon 
any of tho streets, tciiiarea, lanea, parka, alloys, 
or public places of tho said city, or upon any 
nnfencod lots or land within tho'city hmiie, it 
shall bo taken by the Pound-keeper or his as- 
sistant, and driven, led, or carried to the said 
City I^ound, and bo there impounded, and it 
shall bo tho duty of tho Pound keeper, so to im- 
pound such animals. 

Sue. 10. It shall bo unlawful for any person

their attention ia direclod by any iieraon to any 
Buch animal running at large or trenpaa-iiug, as 
aforeaaid, to immediately take charge i f such 
animal, and drive, load or carry, or cause the 
samo to bo driven, led or carried to tho pound.

Uermanj'g I'rcimriitloiis on the Frontier 
Battier Stunllnt,' to ]!«'l!;ium and 

Frauto. 

Berlin, Nov. 18. — The guarded reference 
which the Emperor, in hia speech from tho 
Throne, made to foreign affairs in nowise re- 
lated to the growing of seqtjsient in 'J^^ 
Toroign Office, that Aa MtfeJilS with Russia, 
commercial Or politloal, is nob probable. 
The ansti notable practical illuitration of 
^be prevailing tendency is the deois- 
ion of Government to establish a 
permanent military oamp near Mal- 
mcdy in Rhenish Prussia. This 
cimp will be made the point of aontcentra- 
tion for the Eiyhlli army corp'<, whose but- 
allinna are now Btaiioncd iit Ciilogne, Trier 
and Uoblenz 'L'lio war ollici; has acquired 
the needed land and has bej^nii to clear off 
the hounea to make rnnni for the f;reat en- 
trenched lines. When the newsof this under- 
tukirif,'Hhall hi'coine known in France and Bel- 
gium both f^overnnu'iita will feel a diaagrco- 
able Bensation, aa heretofore Clernuny haa 
nbatuined from niililury work of thia kind. 
Neit her (lovernn/ent c;»n object reuaouably 
to tho undertakini^, as Franco haa strong 
earthworka at Maubeui,'e, on the western 
frontier of liulgium. The cump at Malinedy 
will bo ccDBtructcd to counterbalance 
tho advantage of Maubeuge in time 
of war. The plan to eonatruot ia the 
best commentary upon tho current homilies 
on "the peace of lOurope." The solidity of 
the triple alliance is shown again by the 
announcement that the Kmperor uud Em- 
press will viai6 Rome in 1894, during the 
reception there of the Austrian heir ap- 
parent.

Willis by Provisional 
President Dole. 



The \j9nTernment Said to Be Firmly 
Establislied -The Conntry Gener- 
ally is Prosperous. 



San FnANCisco, Nov. IS. — Tho steamship 
Australia, from Honolulu November 11, ar- 
rived to day. A United I'reaa representa- 
tive who boarded her from a lug was ques- 
tioned as to tho truth of tho rumor that two 
membets of President Cleveland's cabinet 
had reaigaed because of the administration's 
Hawaiian policy. Tho passengers were 
taken by surprise when asked if 
thcCJ.iocn had been restored. Kx-Conaul- 
General II. W. Sevcranco said : "Aflairs on 
tho Islind are progressing slowly and with, 
out any senaatiouul dovelopmenta. The 
Provisional Government ia ao firmly estab- 
lished financially and otherwise that it uun't 
bo destroyed. It is supported by the very 
beat element, tho orderly, the Uw-abiding 
citizens, who have largo Interests at stake. 
Generally speaking the country Is prosper- 
ous, even though there is a slight buiiness 
depression owing to pauses existing' else- 
where." 

The United Press correspondent at Hono- 
lulu, writing under, date of November 11, 
says President Dole received United States 
Minister Willis on the 6th. Mr. Willis sup- 
plomontod tho presentation of hia creden- 
tials with a brief address. 

President Dole replied : " Your assur- 
ances of the continued friendship of your 
Govoniment for tno and tho Hawaiian peo- 
ple add to the gratification which a long ex- 
perience of the generous consideration of 
tho United States for thia country has 
fostered. Wo heartily reciprocate tho ex- 
presBions of interest and good will which 
you, on behalf of the American people, have 
conveyed to us. Wo have become accua- 
tomcd In regard the United- Statos as our 
frieod and ally, and have learned to look 
firat to them for help in emergencies." 

In the autograph letter of credentials 
from President Cleveland, the only words to 
which any special importance has been at- 
tached are: "He ia Well informed of the 
relative intereat of the two countries and of 
our sincere desire to cultivate to a further 
extent the friendship which has long sub- 
sisted between ns. My knowledge of his 
high oharaoter and ability gives me confi- 
dence that be will constantly endeavor to 
advance the interest and prosperity of both 
GovernmcntB and to rendt;r himself accept- 
able to your excellency." 

The Ciovernmctit party hold that for 
Minister Willis to " render himself accept- 
able " to President Dole is incompatible 
with any proposition on his p.irt looking to- 
wards the restoration of the monarchy, 

WASiiiNaTo.s', Nov, 18' — Up to the close 
of ollice hours not a line of information from 
Hawaii had reached the State or I^avy de- 
partment, save that contained in the press 
dispatches. 

According to one of the passengers, who 
did not wish his name to bo mentioned, 
Queen LiliuokalanI said a few days after the 
minister arrived from the United States :
